San Mateo last uesday morning 
on the occasion of the breakfast given ; 
at the Benjamin Franklin Hotel by the 
various Chambers of Commerce start- 
ed a movement that in future will be- 
come historical, when in future years 
the industrial growth of this county 
is recounted and examined, that is in 
the organization of an Industrial Com- 
mittee, which has for its sole object 
the bringing to this section of indus- 
tries which will build factories, whar- 
ves and warehouses along our bayshore 
from South San Francisco to Redvood 
City, and thus utilize the natural har- 
borage which has a mean depth of 
forty feet, with a width of one mile, 
thus making use of one of the great- 
est natural harbors to be found in any 
part of the globe.

“This new industrial organization 
must forget municipal boundaries,” said 
Raybould.

City Council Stops 
Street Work 


Sity Council held a special ses- 
sion last Tuesday night for the purpose 
of considering the street work problem 
and the outeome of the meeting was 
to stop the work of repairing the 
city streets. 

At the opening of the meeting Mayor 
Ellis stated that the meeting had been 
called to take up the matter of street 
work and Councilman Walker stated 
that eight days work had been put in

on Cambridge, Harvard and Yale 
streets and that the cost had been 


less than the $300 which had been al- 
lowed for the work. Walker asked for 
another $300 for the same purpose, in 
order to continue the good work and 
then the fire works began. He stated 
that at this time the work could be 


done for much less than later as the 
rains had softened up the roadways 
thus making them easy to work. 

Councilman Weeden said he was not 
opposed to fixing the streets but that 
he thought it should be done in the 
proper form. He did not believe in 
policy or evasion. “I think we should 
ask for bids. I would like to know 
what it is going to cost,’ he said. 

Mayor Ellis stated that conditions 
were favorable now on account of the 
vains and that it would take some 
time to call for bids, it was his opin- 
ion that the work would cost a lot 
more money if done under bids. 

The city attorney when asked for 
an opinion said that while it might 
be technical, he thought it would be 
alright to authorize the work now not 
to exceed $300 and the payment could 
be authorized at the next regular 
meeting. 

Councilman Dale expressed his opin- 
ion several times stating, “I believe 
in living up to the letter of the law.”

The State 
Association has adopted the 


California 
Federal 
standard road-sign plan and will bring 
its highway markers into conformity 
with this uniform system sponsored 
by the national government. The 
principal change that will appear in 
California highway signs will be a 
white rectangular sign for direction 
and distances. The familiar yellow 
diamond sign will be retained as the 
standard warning sign. 

In making this announcement, D. 
E. Watkins, secretary and _ general 
manager of the Automobile Associa- 
tion, pointed out that the Federal plan 
is being adopted in the interest of 
nation-wide uniformity of highway 
directional and warning signs. The 
decision of the Association Board of 
Directors to revise its sign system, 
Watkins added, means, ultimately, the 
re-signing of California’s entire high- 
way system. The Automobile Club of 
Southern California, which cares for 
the road-signing of the thirteen south- 
ern counties, has taken similar action 
and the plan of the two big motor- 
ing organizations to follow a _ single

STANFORD HONOR SYSTEM 
IS NOW UNDER FIRE 


Casting the entire responsibility for 
the success of the honor system upon 
the shoulders of the students and de- 
claring that the various excuses pre- 
sented by the students for the short 
comings of the honor system was each 
student’s responsibility, Dr. Ray Ly- 
man Wilbur, president of Stanford 
University, this week, replied to the 
student honor code committee’s recom- 
mendations as to what the faculty 
might do to aid in strengthening the 
system. 

President Wilbur admitted that there 
had been cheating during examina- 
tions at Stanford. The methods for 
the control of the cheating rested with 
the students themselves, he stated. A 
further declaration was made by Pres- 
ident Wilbur that if the students did 
not enforce the honor system, then 
it would be abolished and a more 
stringent method adopted. 

Almost coincident with Dr. Wilbur’s 
communication, a permanent honor 
committee was formed by the student 
executive committee this week. It will 
be composed of 15 members appointed 
at first by the president of the asso- 
ciated students and to be thereafter 
self perpetuating. 

Dr. Wilbur’s report expresses the 
sentiments of the executive committee 
of the academic council—the faculty 
body to which the recommendations 
were made recently by means of which 
professors could aid in lessening the 
ease with which cheating is done. 

Dr. Wilbur traced in his report the 
history of the honor system at Stan- 
ford. He pointed out, in summariz- 
ing the plan, that responsibility for 
honesty Im the éonduct of examina- 
tions was originally assumed by the 
students of the university. 

“You will note from the above,” he 
said, “that the responsibility for hon- 
esty in examinations is placed upon 
the students of the university. It was 
so accepted by the students and for 
some years there has been a relaxa- 
tion in student responsibility for the 
maintenance of the honor system and 
an increasing number of violations.” 

The report of a student committee 
some weeks ago placed a part of the 
blame for this condition upon the fac- 
ulty, pointing to certain practices in 
giving examinations which made 
cheating easy and increased the temp- 
tation for dishonesty. 

Dr. Wilbur replied to these charges 
as follows: “Insofar as the criticism 
which your communication contained, 
and the suggestions there made, are 
concerned, they have reference to ed- 
ucational standards or the technique 


{of examinations. . 


Changes may or 
may not facilitate the detection of 
cheaters; but the essential thing is 
honesty. . To present various ex- 
cuses for cheating is not to meet the 
spirit of the honor system... . 

“The essence of the whole question 
is this: Do the students want to play 
fair with each other and with the un- 
iversity and maintain and enforce a 
uniform honor system or code.” 

Concerning the faculty attitude, he 
said, “I am informed by the executive 
committee of the academic council 
that there is no desire on the part 
of the faculty to take over the control 
of examinations. If the students will 
not meet the situation, however, a 
system of proctors will have to be in- 
stalled and the university will have to 
do the best it can to protect the Stan- 
ford degree.” 

Dr. Wilbur closed his communication 
with this tart statement: 

“T shall be very glad to assist in 
working out conditions that will pro- 
tect the weakling from undue temp- 
tation.
